STRIKE STATUS 


Operators Say They Will Not 
Give In a Jot 


VERY LITTLE NEWS LOCALLY 


All Eres Are Now on Gompers and 
Other Labor Leaders Who Are 
Now in Washington—Both 
Companies Stand 
Firm. 


In the telegraph strike there was 
nothing doing yesterday out of the daily 
routine established one week ago vVes- 
terday, the day upon which the struggle 
between the operators and the compa- 
nies began. 

Open doors at the strikers’ hall are 
still in order and there the key manip- 
ulators now out of work by their own 
will gathered yesterday morning and 
evening. These meetings are now a part 
of the daily life of the operators and 
there those gathered discuss and de- 
bate the situation. Not the slightest in- 
dications of a weaking can be tound, 
On the contrary, every member appears 
more determined than ever to stick it 
out. Not a few of them declare that 
they are even opposed to anything like 
compromise. Almost to a man they as- 
gert that they have the fight whipped 
and say that all the compromise S8ug- 
@estions which are being talked of come 
from the two companies. An emphatic 
denial is given anything like a sugges- 
tion that the operators are wishing for 
a compromise. Last night, as it has 
heen in the past. the operators heard 
union men talk, Mr. Weir, of the typo- 
graphical union being one of the speak- 
ers. 

Both Companies Firm. 


Roth the Western Union and the Pos- 
tal. through their local managers, de- 
clare that they are handling the Dusi- 
ness coming to them in a manner sat- 
isfactory to themselves and to their 
patrons. They aamit that their forces 
are not numerically equal to what they 
have had in the past, but are emphatic 
in asserting that the forces are fully 
competent and equal to anything they 
have ever had. Both managers decline 
to recognize the existence of a strike 
saying that the men who left them are 
out because they do not want work. 
To this they add the declaration that 
they will not take back the strikers 
without instructions from headquarters.

Dash of Tribesmen on Casa 
Blanca Is Foiled, 


DEADLY SHRAPNEL SHELLS 


Wroaght Havoc Among the Charg- 
ing Horsemen and Caused Them 
to Flee —Regular Moorish 
Troops Were Seen Fight- 
ing With the Rebels. 


Casa Blanca, August 19.—An ajarm 
Wag sounded at sunrise when galloping 
groops of Moors were observed on Gen- 
eral Drude’s western flank. French 
sharpshooters and light cavalry were 
immediately sent to the front, followed 
by a detachment of. spahis. At nine 
o'clock the engagement began after 
which steady volleys from the French 
and the spahis supported by the guns 
of the cruiser Gloire soon cleared the 
beach of the enemy. 

In the meantime the French artillery 
had been exploding shrapnel shells 
among the bodies of horsemen furtner 
south. Towards eleven o'clock, the 
Moors broke and scattered in all di- 
rections and eventually disappeared. 

At General Drude’s headquarters the 
attack was regarded as a reconnoisance, 
as the main body of the hostile tribes- 
men remained concealed behind a ridge. 
From the terrace of the French consul- 
ate red dolmans worn by the regular 
Morrocam troops were distinctly dis- 
cerned among the moorish horsemen.

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TAFT IS HEWING

Secretary -of War Sounds the 


“Keynote” for Republicans 
in Ohio Speech, 


ROOSEVELT POLICIES 
SUPPORTED BY TAFT 


Secretary Says the Views of the 
President Must Be Carried Out 
by the Next Administration. 
Railroad Legisiation and 
Tarif Revision 
Discussed. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 19.—(Spectal.) 
Secretary of War William H. Taf: de 
livered before the Buckeye Republican 
Club, here, tonight an address, which 
was a comprehensive statement of his 
position as a candidate for the republi- 
can presidential nomination. 

The speech was largely a defense of 
the policies of President Roosevelt, which 
Secretary Taft expecis, if elected, to 
carry forward. In addressing his fellow 
citizens of Ohio and the republicans of 
the whole country, he made it plain that 
he was heart and soul with the presi- 
dent in support of the measures 
which have to be known as the 
“Roosevelt policies.” While insisting 
that these measures had already been 
| productive of much good to the country, 
he pointed out how existing statutes 
could be amended in order to further 
perfect them and make them more effec- 
tive. 

He said: 

Quickening of Public Conscience tp 
Midst of Prosperity. 

“The present is a period of the greate 
est prosperity, general comfort and even 
luxury. Throughout this country, the 
demand for labor has increased wages 
to a higher point than ever known be- 
fore. The compensation of skilled labor 
now frequently exceeds that of certain 
professions, like teaching and the min- 
istry. Wealth has accumulated enor- 
mously in the hands of individuals and 
never before have rich men given s0 
of their fortunes to educational 
and charitable objects. Such conditions 
fare apt to dim and dull the eye and the

Dr. Theophilus O. Powell was born in 
grunswick county, Virginia, in 1837. 
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Fie was not more than 6 or 7 years of 
age when his parents removed to 
Georgia, settling in Hancock county. In 
this historic county young Powell re- 
ceived his education under that capable 
and distinguished educator, tichard 
Malcolm Johnson. After studying 
medicine privately, young Powell at- 
tended lectures at the Georgia Medical 
college, Augusta, from which he was 
graduated in !I8F9g. 

Soon after graduation, he located in 
Sparta, where he at once won recogni- 
tion by his skill and ability. At the 
commencement of the civil war Dr. 
Powell at once enlisted as a private 
in the Forty-ninth Georgia regiment, 
in which he rendered faithful and de- 
voted service until August, 1862, when 
he accepted an appointment as first as- 
sistant physician of what was’ then 
known as the Georgia State Insane 
asylum, now known as the state san- 
itarilum. 

Record in Civil War. 

While in the Confederate army Dr. 
Powell was in all the battles around 
Richmond, besides many skirmishes. 

Having rendered most successfl ser- 
vice as assistant physician, after the 
death of Dr. Thomas F. Green, super- 
intendent, in 1879, Dr. Powell was elect 
ed as his successor, a position he has 
held ever since with increasing effi- 
ciency and hanor to himself and for 
the best interest of the great number 
of the state’s unfortunates. His singu- 
lar fidelity, his executive ability, his 
love for the patients under his charge, 
his innate nobility and plety are be- 
vond all praise. 

In 1886, in compliance with a joint 
resolution of the house and senate, Dr. 
Powell rendered an exhaustive report 
his investigations into the increase 
in insanity in this state and the most 
important factors in its causations. 
This report reflected distinct credit on 
his erudition, his profound study and 
his wide and patient research. This 
report at once added to his wide repu- 
tation as an alienist of note, and he 
was quoted the authority in all the

created as of'no importance. The delays, 
due to the necessity of resorting to the 
courts to try out the merits of every 
order of the commission, before it be- 
came effective, made the remedy of the 
complaining shipper or locality so slow 
and burdensome that in contested cases 
it was no remedy at all. The commission 
Was not, under the old act, authorized 
to fix reasonable rates. It could only 
fay that a particular rate was unrea- 
sonable and order a raliroad to change 
its rate and make it reasonable. The 
railroad might fix a new rate at any- 
thing less than the rate declared to be 
unreasonable, and if the reduction made 
was not sufficient, a new action had to 
be brought to decide that the new rate 
was also unreasonable. 


President Roosevelt's Recommenda- 
tion—New Rate Bill. 

“Made aware of the moribund condi- 
tion of railway regulation under the old 
law and of the widespread abuses which 
prevailed in railway management, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in his message of 1904, 
recommended that the powems of the 
commission be largely increased first by 
enabling the commission to fix rates and 
second by making its order effective 
against the carriers without resort to 
courts to compel performance. He ask- 
ed that it be made an administrative 
tribunal with real power. This was 
done by the passage of the rate bill, in 
June, 1906. 

“The new act enables the commission 
to fix rates and gives efficacy to all of 
its orders by providing that they shall 
oO into effect thirty days after they 
are made, unless suspended by an order 
of court, and failure to comgly with 
them is punishable by a fine of $5,000 a 
Gay during the delinquency. Express 
companies, sieeping car companies, and 
Oi] pipe-line companies are brought un- 
der the jurisdiction of the commission 
as common carriers. The act gives the 
commission power to fix the rates for 
the various incidental services perform- 
ed by railways at terminals and on the 
Journey and to require them to be per- 
formed for every shipper. By with- 
holding, sucii services from one, and ex- 
tending them to another, and by impos- 
ing varying charges for them, companies 
have been able in the past to make them 
a convenient instrument for discrimina- 
tion. 

“The new law requires the publication 
of rates charged for such incidental 
services. Railroads are compelled to 
furnish cars without discrimination for 
the movement of traffic. After May, 
19086, they are confined in their business 
strictly to transportation by a provis- 
fon forbidding them, after that date, 
to transport for themselves anything 
but what i sintended for their use as 
common carriers. Experience has 
shown that the railroads cannot be 
trusted to deal fairly in matters of 
transportation between themselves and 
their competitors in an outside busi- 
ness. The new law makes radical 
changes in the matter of the publica- 
tion of rates. Under. the old law. by 
means of what was- called the. ‘‘mid- 
night tariff.” a railroad company gave 
favored shippers advance information 
of a contemplated reduction of rate 
and immediately restored the old rate 
when these-shippers had profited by it. 
Thirty days’ notice is now required of 
any change in the rates unless the 
commission, for good. cause, modifies 
the requirement. 

Uniform System of Accounting. 

“Again, the new law enables the com- 
mission to prescribe a uniform system 
of accounting for railroads. Under the 
old law the commission could call for 
a.report of the railroads and might ask 
questions of railroads, but it had no 
Way to compel a compliance with its 
request, and no penalty was provided 
in the law for failure to make the full 
report. Under the new law, annual re- 
ports must be made under oath, and 
penalties are prescribed for failure to 
file them with the commission within a 
certain time. The commission can call 
for monthly or special reports. It may 
prescribe the hookkeeping methods of 
the carrier and has access at all times 
through examiners to the carrier's 
hooks. The carrier is forbidden to keep 
any other books than those prescribed. 
The commission's authority, under the 


new law, over interstate commerce ra!’ 
roads is thus in many respects like that 
of the comptroller of the currency 
over national banks, which has the ap- 
proval and confidence of the country.” 
Opposition to Rate Bill. 

Secretary Taft discussed in detail the 
opposition to the rate bill and the ar- 
fZuments advanced by the railroads, 
namely, that it was a long step toward 
socialism, that the interstate com- 
merce commission was unable to fix 
rates and that congress could not dele- 
gate to another body its legislative 
power. He answered each of the argu- 
ments in turn and showed that recent 
events had refuted them. He contin- 
ued: 

Opponents of Rate Bill Now Belittle It 
and Praise Elkins’ Bill. 

“The opponents of the measure con- 
tinue to denounce it, but now instead 
of pointing out its disastrous effect, 
they say it is a failure and that in the 
vear since its passage, it has not helped 
a single shipper. They insist that the 
only effective and an all-sufficient law 
to regulate railways is the Elkins act, 
passed in 1903, and that this is shown 
by the fact that all the prosecutions in 
which convictions have been § had 
against railway companies and favored 
shippers in the last two years, 
been under the Elkins act, and not un- 
der the rate bill. Let us look.into the 
facts in regard to this allegation. 


stiuted have been criminal indictments 

against the sugar trust and the Stand- 

ard Oil Company, and certain railwavs 
and their agents and officers for tak- 
ing and giving secret money rebates. 

They could not have been brought un- 

der the rate bill,.because the acts prose- 

cuted were committed before the pass- 
age of the rate bill. 

Effect of Elkins Bill on Existing Crim- 
imal Prosecutions Was to Save Rebate 
Givers and Takers from Jail. 

“It is true that these prosecutions 
were instituted under the Elkins act, 
but it is also true that had the Elkins 
bill never passed, the same acts could 
and doubtless would have been prose- 
cuted as giving and receiving unjust 
discriminations against the persons 
committing them under the amendment 
to the interstate commerce act of 1889, 
which the Elkins law supplanted. The 
Elkins law was really an amendment 
to the interstate commerce act, enlarg- 
ing and making more effective the 
procedure for prosecuting violations of 
the prohibitions of that law and de- 
scribing them in more comprehensive 
form. It gave greater latitude in re- 
spect of the district where the offense 
would be prosecuted and it made the 
company necessarily responsible in a 
fine for the act of its agents, without 
other proof of direct complicity than 
the agency. ; 

“('nder the 1889 amendment, however, 
the individuals convicted could have 
been sent to the penitentiary, whereas 
under the Blikins act. the punishment 
by imprisonment was taken away while 
the fine was increased. The chief effect 
the Elkins law had on these particular 
prosecutions which have been given so 
much prominence, was to make it eas- 
ier to convict the corporation and to 


increase its fine, but to save the guilty | 
individual perpetrators from imprison- | 


ment. 


Hallroads Favored Elkins Bill Because 
ef Abolition of Jail Penalty. 


“It is well understood that the Eikins 
bill was passed without opposition Dy, 
and with the full consent of, the rail- 
roads and that the chief reason for this 
Was the elimination of the penjtentiary 
penalty for unjust discriminations.

Elkins bill and restored imprisonment 
as part of the punishment for secret re- 
bates. Had the rebating and dishonest 
practices of the railroad companies and 
the trusts been as clearly known to con- 
gress and the public, when the Wikins 
bill was considered, as they were when 
the rate bill was passed, the Elkins bill 
would not have passed so smoothly. 

“I do not wish to decry the merits of 
the Elkins bill because, aside from its 
elimination of imprisonment as punish- 
ment, it is a most useful measure, Dut 
its scope is so narrow in respect of tne 
regulation of railways that it cannot be 
compared in importance of operation anu 
effect to the rate bill. The increase by 
the rate bill In the powers of the com- 
mission in supervision, investigation, 
rate fixing and effective order making 
prevent discrimination is great. Elabor- 
ate machinery for making it difficult to 
violate the law without discovery and 
for discovering violations when they 
exist. and for affording affirmative and 
mandatory relief in requiring railroads to 
furnish equal facilities to all, is found 
in the provisions of the new rate Dill. 
Criminal prosecutions will continue to De 
under the Elkins law, but as amended 
by the new rate bill. This is because 
the Elkins law, as amended, contains 
the part of the interstate commerce leg- 
islation which prescribes the punishment 
for violations of the law and so. in ordl- 
nary practice, comes into operation after 
the violations have been discovered un- 
der the other provisions of the rate Dill, 


The Rate Bill Is Effective. 


“Tf the rate bill was likely to be @& 
failure and to accomplish nothing in the 
regulation of their business, the query 
naturally arises why did the railroads 
spend so much money and so great effort 
to defeat it? Why was it, if it had no 
effect, that in the interval between the 
time of its passage and its going into 
effect. there were fh.ed with the inter- 
state commerce commission more notices 
of reduced rates by the railroads than 
ever have been filed in the previous 
twenty years of the life of the inter- 
state commerce law? 

“The rate law has not been in opera- 
tion a year, and fhe beneficial results 
from its operations, though clear, are 
not ready to be presented in statistical 
array. Moreover, the chief benefit of the 
act is Iikely to be its influence in dis- 
couraging attempts’ to renew the old 
abuses and such benefits do not appear 
in statistics. The immediate effect of 
the act has certainly been to compel 
railroads to regard the commission now 
as the important tribunal whose views 
they must follow. They are manifesting 
every outward disposition § strictly to 
comply with the law and to avoid proSse- 
eution or complaint. The time has gone 
by in.which the action of the comi!|s- 
sion can be tignored or laughed at. 
The commission itself has taken up Its 
duties with renewed energy, has pro- 
ceeded, without awaiting the interven- 
tion of the railroads or the filing of com- 
plaints, to construe the act by adminis- 
trative rulings, in order to assist the 
railroads in complying with the law. 
With the large powers for correcting 
evils, which the commission now Nas, 
we may reasonably expect a marked im- 
provement in the conduct of the Traii- 
ways of the country. 

Attitade of County “oward the Rate 
Bill. 


“The passage of the bill was taken, the 
country over, and properly taken, as @ 
most-.important step toward the suppres- 
sion of abuses which had grown up ina 
period of tolerant prosperitv. It was 
thought to be an effective cure. of tne 
arterial system of the country which 
had become poisoned by dishonesty, in- 
justice and fraud. It was a great solace 
to the conscience of the country ouG& 
raged by recent revelations of railway 
and trust management. Passed at the 
instance of Mr. Roosevelt, it stands as a 
monument to the principle which he has 
incessantly maintained in speech and 
action, that the laws musst be so made 
that they can be enforced as Well 
against the sins of the wealthy and the 
powerful as against those of the poor. 
Error of Mr. Hryan as to Court 

Review in Rate Bill. 

“Mr. Bryan contends that the law 
was greatly weakened in authorizing, or 
recognizing judicial intervention to re- 
strain the orders of the commission. 
This criticism has not the slightest 
foundation. There can be no judicial 
appeal in the nature of a complete re- 
view on the merits from the commission 
to the supreme court or to. the circuit 
court of the United States, for the com- 
mission is not a court of first instance, 
but only a mere administrative tribunal, 
The only power a federal court couid

Whether the federal courts 
were expressly given this power in the 
law or not, they would have had {t un- 
der their general jurisdiction. !f thejr 
power had not been recognized and a 
purpose of congress had been expressed 
to prevent an appéai to the courts, the 
law would have been invalid. The ex- 
tent of the judicial remedy could not be 
either diminished or enlarged by con- 
gressional action, with due regard to t.ie 
validity of the act. Congreas was wise, 
therefore, in not attempting to define 
what the court should or should not do, 
and in merely recognizing the right of 
the companies to appeal to the federal 
courts to test the validity of the action or 
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the commission. No victory was gained by 
either the conservative or the radical 


party in this regard. 
Importance of Courts in Upholding 
Constitutional Guaranties. 


“By what I have said, however, I would 
not for a moment be thought to favor 
any legislation which would exclude rail- 
road companies or any ohe else from a 
recourse to the courts to protect them 
in their statutory and constitutional! 
rights. The courts and especially the 
supreme court of the United States, are 
the part of our government indispensa- 
ble in making good those guaranties or 
life, liberty, property and the pursuit of 
happiness given in the_ eonstitution 
and placed there by the peopie 
themselves to curb their own hastv 
action under stress of sudden impulse 
or with too little deliberation. The ad- 
ministration of exact justice by courts 
without fear or favor, unmoved by the 
influence of the wealthy or by the threats 
of the demagogue, is the highest ideal 
that a government of the people can 
strive for, and any means by which a 
sultor, however unpopular or poor. is 
deprived of enjoying this is to be cor- 
demned. It is important, however. that 
appeals to judicial remedies should be 
limited in such a way that parties wil! 
not use them merely to delay and so clog 
efficient and just executive or legislative 
action. 


New Amendments t@ the Rate Bill 
Needed—Capitalisation. 


“The rate law' does not go far enough. 
The practice under it has already dis- 
closed the necessity for new amendments 
and will doubtless suggest more. Such 
is the true method—the empirical and 
tentative method—of securing proper rem- 
edies for a new avil. The classification 
of merchandise for transportation is a 
most important matter in rate fixine, 
for by a transfer from one Class to an- 
other, the rate is changed and may work 
Injustice. With the power of rate fixing, 
it would seem, should go the power in 
the commission to classify and to pre- 
scribe rules for uniform classification by 
all railroads. 


Amendment Needed to Prevent Over 
Capitalization. 


“Recent revelations have emphasized 
the pernicious effect of the so-called over- 
capitalization of railroads which aids un- 
scrupulous stook manipulators in dis- 
posing of railway securities at unreason- 
ably high priceg to innocent buyers. This 
evil would not of itself justify federa) 
restraint or control because such stock 
and bonds are usually issued under state 
charters. The practice, however, has a 
tendency to divert the money paid by the 
public for the stock and bonds which 
ought to be expended in fmproving the 
roadbed, track and equipment of ral'- 
ways into the pockets of the dishonest 
manipulators and thus to pile such an 
unprofitable debt upon a railway ag to 
make bankruptcy and a_ receivership 
probable in the first business stringency. 
This result in an interstate railway, nec- 
essarily interferes with, and burdens, 
interstate commerce, and justifies the 
exercise of the regulative power of con- 
gress to stop the practice. A railroad 
company engaged in interstate com- 
merce should not be permitted, therefore, 
to issue stock or bonds and put them on 
sale in the market except after a cer- 
tificate by the interstate commerce com- 
mission that the securities are issred 
with the approval of the commission for 
a legitimate railroad purpose. The rail- 
roads that are honestly conducted would 
accept the certificate of the commission 
as a valuable one in the markets of the 
world, and only railway stock manipu- 
lators who look to the floating of water- 
ed securities as thelr best source ot 
profit, would have reason to complain. 
Amendments Against Purchase of 

Stock in Competing Lines and 

Against Common Directors. 


“A much used means of eliminating 
competition ameng interstate lines serv- 
ing the same territory is the acquisition 
by one company of gtock in anb- 
other, and the election of § direct- 
ors to represent that stock. 
Thds process is facilitated by the un- 
controlled power to issue securities be- 
yond the needs of the company for its 
legitimate business and would be curbed 
by the restriction proposed. The evil 
ought further to be directly restrained 
by making it unlawful for an interstate 


| railway to acquire stock in a competing 


line. This is a simpler remedy of meet- 
ing the evil than by recourse to the antl- 
trust law under the Northern Securities 
case. In addition to this, competing lines 
should -be prohib:ced from having com- 
mon directors or officers. 
Proposed Amendments Plainly Con- 
stitutional. 


“These suggestions of additional legis- 
lation in respect to the supervision and 
control of interstate railawys have been 
made by the interstate commerce com- 
misst0n and I heartily concur in them. 
They are plainly within the federal juris- 
diction under the interstate commerce 
clause. I do not think that in order to 
accomplish a good which the federal 
government with its greater resources 
and wider geographical reach can bring 
about more quickly and efficiently the 
constitutional limits upon federal ac‘ion 
should be blurred out or an undoubted 
federal power should be expanded by 
doubtful construction into a 
really belongs to the state.

“Fear of the existence of such an 
abuse led to the passage of the anti- 
trust law, in 1890. It recognizes two 
forms in which this evil may be main- 
tained. 
a number of different manufacturers 
of an article for the maintenance of 
the price of the article and the sup- 
pression of competition. This is de- 
nounced when the contract is in re- 
straint of interstate trade as a crimi- 
nal offense against the United States, 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
and a conspiracy which may be re- 
strained by injunction in a civil suit. 
The other form is denounced, with sim- 
ilar remedies against it, as a monopoly 
of interstate trade, and covers’ the 
union of the conspiring companies into 
one company which, by owning all the 
plant or nearly all the plant, engaged 
in the manufacture of the product and 
by use of other devices, controls the 
prices. The supreme court of the United 
States has not defined what a monopo- 
lv under this section of the anti-trust 
law is. 

Definition of Unlawfal Monopoly. 

“— conceive that it is not sufficiently 
defined by saying that it is the com- 
bination of a large part of the plants 
in the country engaged in the manufac- 
ture of a particular product in one 
corporation. There must be something 
more than the mere union of capital 
and plant before the law is violated. 
There must be some use by the com- 
pany of the comparatively great size of 
its capital and plant and extent of its 
output, either to coerce persons to buy 
of it rather than of some competitor, or 
to coerce those who would compete 
with it to give up their business. There 
must, in other words, be an element 
| of duress in the conduct of its business 
‘toward the customers in the trade and 
‘its competitors before mere aggregation 
of plant becomes an unlawful monopo- 
ly. It is perfectly conceivable that in 
the interest of economy of production 
a great number of plants may be legiti- 
mately assembled under the ownership 
of one corporation.

Many enterprises have been organized 
on the theory that mere aggregation of 
all or nearly all existing plants in a 
line of manufacture, withou: regard to 
economy of production, destroys com- 
petition. They have most of them gone 
into bankryptcy. Competition in a prof- 
itable business will not be excluded by 
the mere aggregation of many existing 
plants under one company, unless the 
company thereby effects great economy 
or takes some illegal method to avoid

“A graduated income tax 
have a tendency to reduce 
for the accumulations of enormous 
wealth, but- the supreme court has held 
an income tax not to be a valid exercise 
of power by the federal government. 
The objection to it from a practical 
standpoint is its inquisitorial character 
and the premium it puts on perjury. 

‘In times of great national need, how- 
ever, an income tax would be of great 
assistance in furnishing means to carry 
on the government, and it is not free 
from doubt how the supreme court with 
changed membership would view a new 
income tax law under such conditions. 
The court was nearly evenly divided in 
the last case and during the civil war, 
great sums were collected by an income 
tax without judicial interference and as 
it was then supposed within the federal 
power.

What have properly come tu be known 
as President Roosevelt's policies and 
have discussed them with what I hope 
you will think is entire candor. | have 
attempted to moint out one or two 
instances in which I would qualify de- 
tails of future policies which he has 
Sketched, but with these minor excep- 
tions as to method, I am glad to express 
my complete, thorough, and sincere sym- 
pathy with, and admiration for, the 
sreat conserving and conservative move- 
ment which he has with wonderfy] suc- 
cess initiated and carried so far against 
bitter Opposition, to remedy the evils of 
Our prosperity and preserve to us the 
institutions we have inherited from Our 
fathers.” 

The speaker then adverted to the 
Charges that President Roosevelt's poli- 
cles were socialistic, but in denying the 
charge admitted “if the people ‘are not 
convinced that it is impossible to eradi- 
cate the evils and abuses arising from 
the unscrupulous use of wealth and cor- 
porate domination under the svstem ot 
privaie property, the movement toward 
its abolition and the adoption of social- 
sim in some form will gain great 
Strength.’ Secretary Taft nevertheless 
thought it would be possible under the 
system of private property to ‘‘stamp 
out the evils which have caused our so- 
cial unrest.’” He insisted that the presi- 
dent had always taken the conservative 
course and that ‘‘there is nothing either 
radical or extreme in the reforms he pro- 
poses.”’ 

He also stamped as unjust the atiempt 
to make the president responsible for 
the wave of anti-corporation legislation 
in the states. He said: 

“The railways can blame 
themselves if the revelation 
grant violation of the law and of 
unjust administration of a public trust 
have led to an outburst of popular in- 
dignation and have brought on tem- 
porary excess.” 

He also applied this explanation to the 
fall in the price of securities In Wall 
street. for which the president has, in 
some quarters, been held responsible.

He would take away from 
courts, because he distrusts the ability of 
judges io resist the malign influence of 
the ‘moavy pewer,’ the power to enforce 
their own c:¢ers until a jury is called to 
tell the court whether the order has 
been disobeyed, and thus, in practice, 
though net in theory, the jury would 
come to fréss on the correctness and 
justice of the court's order. 

Mr. Bryan Would Restrain Wealthy 
Wrongdoer, but Will Give Free- 
dom of Action to Lawless Poor. 
“Mr. Pryan seems to be seeking some 
system of administering law under 
which the rich wrongdoer shall be cer- 
tainly restrained, while the lawless poor

Shall escape. He would have his judi- 
cial machinery adjusted to restrict the 
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violations of law by a corporation, but 
would give freedom of action to the law- 
less members of a labor union. Indeed 
in the constitution of Oklahoma, which 
he says is the greatest constitution 
ever written, this anomaly prevails. No 
one can be punished for violating an 
order of injunction or restraint except 
after a verdict of a jury deciding that 
the violation was committed, and yet 
in the same constitution, a corporation 
commission of an executive and ad- 
ministrative character, a body of lay- 
men, authorized to make orders against 
railroads and other corporations is em- 
powered, if its orders are not obeyed, to 
change itself into a court and after giv- 
ing due process of law by a hearing (to 
enforce its own orders by a fine of $500 
a day until the order is performed. 


Such Discrimination Impossible. 
Offers Immunity to Rich. 


“Such ai discrimination in practical 
legislation can not be maintained for a 
moment. Courts and judicial procedure 
are made for all and must operate equal- 
ly for and against all. The only method 
by which wealthy and powerful male- 
factors can be restrained is by main- 
taining the power of the courts, and the 
minute the power of the court is weak- 
ened in the supposed interest of the 
lowly and unfcrtunate accused of wrong- 
doing, the lawless rich are furnished 
the immunity they seek. The wealthy 
wrongdocrs could easily escape the re- 
-ecgpeen of the law through the rents in 
ts meshes. Mr. Bryan would make for 
the benefit oc those with less influence 
and means 

‘In all his proposed reforms, Mr. Bryan 
seems to give little attention to securing 
efficiency and force in government so 
that the evils he recognizes may be sup- 
p8essed. The government which his sys- 
tem of remedies would tend to produce 
would be nerveless. Estopped by his own 
expressed fearof power put in the hands 
of any individual, he would find difficulty 
in wielding it when most needed. 


Absurdity of National Referendum. 


; The representative government that 
1as Served us well for 130 years has not 
been for Mr. Bryan sufficiently expres- 
Sive of the will of the peopie. Blection 
of Senators by the people is not enougn 
for him. We must ¢all upon 14,000,000 
electors to legislate directly. Could any 
more burdensome or inefficient method 
be devised than this? I believe that a 
referendum under certain conditions and 
limitations in the subdivisions of a state 
On certain issues may not be healthful 
and useful, but as applied to our nation- 
al government it ts entirely impractica- 
ble. If it ts difficult for the people to 
use proper judgment in the concrete ques- 
tion of the personality of the represen- 
tatives they are to select to carry on 
their national government, as Mr. Bry- 
an’s theory assumes, how much more 
difficult for them to give sufficient atten- 
tion to the settlement of the many ques- 
tions of policy and procedure in compli- 
cated statutes which the people have al- 
ways been willing to leave to the deci- 
sion of their representatives, skilled in 
the science of legislation, whose genera! 
views on the main political issues of the 
day are well understood. Think of the 
possibility of securing a vote of 14,000.- 
000 electors on the 4,000 items of a tariff 
bill. The opportunity to retire a repre- 
Sentative who fails to be truly represer- 
tatives is all that the people wish and 
need to enforce their will. 

“Certainly it is difficult for an impar- 
tial observer to find anything in the ac- 
tual government of Mr. Roosevelt that 
harmonizes with what would be the gov- 
ernment under Mr. Bryan if could 
carry out his theories. Mr. Roosevelt 
is doing everything in his power to avoid 
the condition which Mr. Bryan's theories 
when put in practice would pring about. 


The Protective Tariff—Its Revision. 
Its Relation to Trusts. 


“T come now to the question of the 
tariff, its revision and its relation to the 
unlawful trusts. The Dingley tariff was 
adopted immediately after the election 
of Mr. McKinley. Since that time we 
have passed through the Spanish war 
and have had a decade of prosperity and 
an increase and expansion of trade un- 
exampled in the history of this or anv 
other country. The republican principle 
of the protective tariff is as I under- 
stand it, that through the customs rev- 
enue law a tariff should be collected on 
all imported products that compete with 
American products, which will at least 
equal a difference in the cost of produc- 
tion in this country and abroad, and that 
proper allowance should be made in this 
difference for the reasonable profits to 
the American manufacturer. The claim 
of protectionists, and it has been abund- 
antly justified in the past, is that pro- 
tection secures a high rate of wages and 
that the encouragement it gives to the 
home industry operating under the influ- 
ence of an energetic competition between 
American manufacturers, induces 
improvement in the methods of manufac- 
ture and such economies as to reduce 
greatly the price for the benefit of the 
American public and makes it possible 
to reduce the tariff without depriving the 
manufacturer of needed protection and 
a good profit.

Much interest centers in the 
road commission law, -which 
Goubtedly, the chief of the reform meas- 
ures passed at the sessiOn of the gen- 
@ral assembly just adjourned. 

It was originally contemplated that 
this measure should, apply only to trans- 
portation companies, that is, railroad, 
street railroad, express, terminal com- 
panies and the like, and to telephone 
and telegraph companies over which the 
commission now exercises jurisdiction in 
@ more limited way than that given it 
under the new law. Bur it was amended 
80 as to extend the new commissions 
powers over gas, electric and power 
companies, cotton compress companies, 
docks- and wharves, and practically 
every class of public utility corporation. 

The law as originally introduced, pro- 
vided that any person thirty years of 
@ge and entitled to vote, should be 
eligible as a railroad commissioner. This 
was further qvalified by an amendment 
by Mr. Dean, of Floyd, in which both 
houses concurred, so as to bar from the 
commission parties who might be ma- 
terially interested in its actions. 

Power to Regulate Schedales. 

Another very important amendment 
Rave the commission power to 
railroad schedules, ‘o requére 
eation of such schedules, and 
quire connecting lines of 
whether competing lines or not, 
tablish and maintain connections 
tween passenger trains.

There will be five commissioners on 
the board, two new ones to be appointed 
by the governor to hold their offices 
until December |, 1908, at which time 
they shall be succeeded by two commis- 
sioners to be elected in the general elec- 
tion in October, next year. The com- 
mission is to select its own chairman. 

Under the bill, it is said it will be 
practically impossible to suspend orders 
or circulars of the commission by in- 
junction obtained in the federal courts: 
but provision is made for expediting the 
trial of any Issues in the state courts 
which may grow out of such orders or 
eirculars.

Sec. 18. Every common carrier, railroad, 
street railrogd, railroad corporation, street 
railroad corporation, express, telephone, teie- 
graph dock, wharfage and terminal company 
or corporation within this state, and other 
graph, dock, wharfage and terminal company 
under the provisions of this act, and all cffi- 
cers, agents and employees of the same, shall 
obey, observe and comply with every order 
made by the commission under this act or 
under authority of acts heretofore passed. Any 
common carrier, railroad, street railroad, 
railroad corporation, street railroad corpora- 
tion, express, telephone, telegaph, dock, 
wharfage or terminal company, or cor- 
poration, cotton compress companies, within 
this state, and other corporations, companies 
or persons coming under the prvvisions of 
this act, which shall violate any provision of 
this act, or of the acts heretofore passed, or 
which fails, omits or neglects to obey, observe 
and comply with any order, direction or re- 
quirement of the commission heretofore or 
hereafter passed, shall forfeit to the state 
of Georgia a sum of not more than $5,000 for 
each and every offense, the amount to be 
fixed by the presiding judge. Every violation 
of the provisions of this act, or any preced- 
ing act, or of any such order, direction or re- 
quirement of the railroad commission shall 
be a separate and distinct offense, and in case 
of a continued vidlation, every day a viola- 
tion thereof takes place shall be deemed a 
separate and distinct offense. An action for 
the recovery of such penalty may be brought 
in the county of the principal) office of such 
corporation or company in this state, or in 
the county of the state where such violation 
has occurred, and wrong shall be perpetrated, 
or in any county in this state through which 
said corporation or .company operates, or 
where the violation consists of an excessive 
charge for the carriage of freight or pas- 
sengers or service rendered in any county in 
which said charges are made, or through 
which it was intended that such passengers 
or freight should have been carried, or 
through which such corporation operates, and 
shall be brought in the name of the state of 
Georgia by direction of the governor.

And 
let it not be forgotten that I shall 
always love that old county for her 
kindness to me in the past. Meri- 
wether shows a loss, I believe, of $12,- 
000 in her returns. This is more sur- 
prising to me than the returns from 
Harris, because, while Harris was al- 
ready above the average, Meriwether 
was far below it. During the past: 
twelve months more railway mileage 
has been built there than in any county 
of the state. The Centra! was extended 
to Newnan, sixteen miles of it in Meri- 
wether, making it a thriving line and 
enabling Luthersville to take her place 
among the most progressive towns of | 
the state. Then, the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic has built two lines, 
one running entirely across the county 
from east to west and the other run- 
ning towards Atlanta, traversing the 
county from its southern to its north- 
ern boundary. With these _ railroads 
completed, that county has now pos- 
sibly the greatest mileage of all the 
counties in Georgia. 

Was it not reasonable to expect that 
she would show a handsome increase? 
Now, let us look at the returns from 
these two counties in the comptroller’s 
report for 1906. Their areas are about 
the same, but Harris is more sparsely 
settled, having only 18,000 population to 
Meriwether’s 23,000. (I give only round 
numbers in all cases.) Her white pop- 
ulation is just little more than one-half 
that of her neighbor. The market price: 
of lands in Meriwether is much higher 
than ig»Harris, Last year Meriwether 
stood eighth in the production of cotton 
and four of the seven counties sur- 
passing it did so by virtue of their 
greater size. It ginned 27,685 bales of 
cotton,- against 24,122 bales for Harris. 
Naturally, it is the best agricultural 
county in the fourth district. Its capi- 
tal, Greenville, is twice the size of Ham- 
ilton, of city court fame. 

Now, how are the lands given in for 
taxes? At $4.15 per acre! Eighty-five 
counties in the state give in  tneir 
lands at a higher rate. Many, even, of 
the mountain counties return at a 
higher _ rate. 

Sixty-seven counties pay more. tax 
money into the treasury than does: Meri- 
weather, but she draws out more than 
all except eight of the largest coun- 
ties. Her figures are set lIjke the old 
negro’s fish trap ‘‘to hitch ‘em a-gwine 
and a-comin’.”’ 

The white farmers of Harris, you will 
remember, are but few more than half 
of those of Meriwether. Under the 
head ‘Plantation tools, wagons, etc,” 
they gave in $86,000, against $67,000 
for Meriwether. Horses, mules and 
stock in Harris were $266,000; in Meri- 


| had the report of thé pension commis- 


wether $258,000. Merchandise, $118,000, 
against $109,000. Household and kitchen 
furniture, $96,000, against $91,000, 
Watches, jewelry, silver, etc.. $45,000, 
against $2,500. Entire personal prop- 
ertv of Harris was $871,000, of Meri- 
wether $868,000. Meriwether’s entire 
taxable property antounted to $2,233,- 
000, Harris to $2,080,000. This is a dif- 
ference of only 10 per cent. Meri- 
wether, in my judgment, should have 
returned 30 per cent more then Harris. 

Including poll taxes, Meriwether paid 
to the state in taxes $14,287. She drew 
as school fund, $22,565. Harris paid in 
$12,900 and drew a school fund of $13,- 
340. Meriwether got $8,278 more than 
she paid. Harris got $440 more. If I 
sioner the difference \would be more 
startling. 

.... Editor, I will clg¢se as I began by 
saying that if you wilh compare Harris’ 
returns wth all the counties she will 
grade above the avepage. 

Some time ago, white making a speech 
at Haralson, on the line between Coweta 
and Meriwether counties, some one 
asked me why a pupil coming trom the 
Meriwether side, drew ten cents. a day 
from the state fund while a pupil from 


Coweta, in the same school, drew only 
six cents. At the time I Was a member 


of the committee on education in the 
legislature, but for the life of me I 
couldn’t answer the question. 

The law directs the fund to be dis- 
tributed among the counties according 
to school population, taken every five 
years. By the United States census 
the population of Coweta, Carroll, 


Troup and a score of other counties is 
each much larger than Meriwether’s,! 
and yet the latter receives a _ée school 
fung larger by several thousand dollars 
than most of them. 

For instance, in 1906, eleven hundred 
more children attended the schools of 
Coweta than those of Meriwether. This 
means ten flourishing schools of more 
than 100 pupils each. But Meriwether 
received from the state fund nearly 
four thousand dollars more to educate 
her smaller number. 

I confess TIT don’t understang it. 

Can my old friend, A. J. Snelson, of 
Meriwether, explain {t for my Haralson 
friend? 

I sometimes see an article from him 
in the papers and always read them 
with profit. As we boys used to say in 
playing marbles, is there any ‘‘fudging’’ 
in this game? I have just been elected 
schoo] trustee and wish to learn how 
to get more money. 

Meriwether had last year one thou- 
sand more pupils than did Harris and 
receiveqd more money by over nine thou- 
sand dollars. Coweta’s pupfls exceeded 
Meriwether’s by more than a thousand. 
Should she not receive nine thousand 
dollars more, Instead of nearly four 
thousand dollars less than Meriwether? 

Let the taxes be collected and distrtb- 
uted equitably.

experience of entire sanctification. 

Rev. Charlie D. Tillman, of Atlanta, 
had charge of the singing, and he. too, 
Said that, in his opinion, the series of 
services just closed were the very best 
in the history of the camp meeting. 


History of Movement. 


The “holiness movement,” as it is 
called, began some twenty years ago at 
a Methodist meeting in LaGrange, Ga., 
when a few pastors, under the leader- 
Ship of the late Rev. W. A. Dodge, held 
a meeting and discussed plans for the 
establishment of a camp ground, where 
the doctrine of “entire santification.” or 
“perfect love,”” could be preached without 
fear or favor. 

A generous land owner donated sev- 
eral acres of land near Indian Springs, 
and soon thereafter, a large auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 4,000 people 
was erected, and a number of cottages 
were constructed so as to afford accom- 
modation to those desiring to attend the 
meetings. 


For a number of years considerable in- 
terest was manifested in the meetings, 
and at the same time a certain class 
of the Methodist ministers of the state 
were criticizing those who preached the 
doctrine of holiness, contending that 
their professions were false, and the 
doctrine was a farce. The holiness min- 
isters continued their efforts, however, 
and in recent years they have been rec- 
Ognized as a power in the Methodist 
church, and each year a number of 
those who had been critics of the move- 
ment have been visitors to the camp 
ground, and have either had their pre- 
judices removed, or have actually em- 
braced the doctrines themselves. 

One of the leaders in the movement 
said on Sunday that the reason so many 
people did not accept the doctrine and 
enjoy the experience was because they 
did not understand just the principles 
taught. 


Nature of Doctrine. 


He said that while those who-. em- 
braced the doctrine believed that. sancti- 
fication was distinct and separate 
from conversion, that it was just as 
real, and just as necessary. 

He explained the difference. by say- 
ing that at conversion, one sought par- 
don from sin, whereas at sanctification. 
one was seeking for the infilling of the 
Holy Spirit, and empowerment ‘for serv- 
ice in religious work. 

Dr. Morrison, tn his Sunday morning 
Sermon, said that one was not holy at 
birth, emphasizing the doctrine of total 
depravity. He also explained that one 
was not filled with the spirit at conver- 
sion or at death. but contended that the 
special experience was obtained only by 
a full, free and intelligent consecration 
of one’s life on the altar of service. | 

He said that this could be done at any 
time, whenever the individual was wil- 
ling to make the consecration. 

A large number of the bishops of the 
Methodist church do not recognize the 
doctrine, and some of them oppose it, 
but those who believe in it ana preach 
it, contend that the doctrine was dis- 
tinctly taught by John Wesley, the 
founder of the Methodist church. 

Larger plans are being made for the 
meeting next year, a number of orders 
having been given for new cottages. 
Those who are at the head of the move- 
ment claim that it is growing in popu- 
larity with the thoughtful people, and 
in the near future they predict that all 
of the Methodist churches all over the 
south will be firm believers in the doc- 
trine. :

While it has not been. formally de 
clared by the governor and comptroller 
general, there is ro longer any question 
that the state tax rate this year will be 
five mills, the highest rate permitted 
under the state constitution, The gen- 
era] assembly has given the governor 
the power to go to that limit, and, under 
the present financial emergency. there 
is no question that it will have to be 
levied. 

It has been five years since the state 
tax rate was as bigh as five mills. In 
1903 that was the rate. In 1904 the rate 
was 4.8 mills, or $4.80 on each $1,000: 
in 1905 it was $4.90 on each $1,000: in 
1906 it was again $4.80 on $1,000, and 
this year it will be $5 on each $1,000. 

Even with this rate it issaid that the 
deficit in the state treasury will be still 
further increaseq ds the result of the 
appropriations made by the legislature. 
These appr@priations, aggregating for 
1908 about $4,770,000, it is said, will be 
nearly $300,000 in excess of the state's 
income. The state’s income may, how- 
ever, be increased as the result of in- 
creased special taxes, beyond what is 
now anticinated, though, it is stated, in 
hardly sufficient amount to overcome 
this prospective increase In the deficit.

Nat 
Thornton and Bryan G. Grant, the best 
products of Dixieland with the racquet, 
were hardly in the same class with the 
westerners, and fell victims to the 
slashing game of Hackett and Alexan- 
der in straight sets. The southerners 
were able to win only four games in 
the three sets played and were beaten

fend their title at Newport during .the 
coming week, the match yesterday was 
virtually to decide the blue’ ribbon 
event in the American tennis world for 
In consequence of the 
importance of the match a very large 
gallery turned out on the lawns and 
terraces surrounding the pretty Bay 
Ridge courts to watch the struggle. 
Nearly two thousand persons were 
present, and they were rewarded by 
some of the snappiest play that could 
be seen in any match. 

It was the firs: visit of southern rep-

Ready for a Big Sugar Crop. 

New Orleans, August 19.—With only about 
six weeks remaining before the harvesting of 
the cane crop, the Southern Pacific Morgan 
lines are mobilizing their freight equipment 
in this section. Approximately 400 cars have 
been assembled in the New Orleans territory 
from the outside within 30 days. More will 
follow. Not only is the cane crop described 
this year as a ‘‘record-breaker,’’ but heavy 
movements in other lines are also anticipated, 
and the management is preparing to handle 
an enormous volume or rural business. 

Of a norma! cane crop of from 300.000 to 
$25,000 tons, the Morgan lines are said to 
handle about 60 per cent. while of this amount 
a large proportion requires two hauls and thus 
makes heavy claims on the rolling stock. 
While in many cases the cane is hauled by 
wagon to the milis, in many ore cases the 
crop is bought up for a ae le eight or ten 
miles by some sugar house and is hauled by 
rail to some center. Then it is brought to 
New Orleans, and from here it is again dis- 
tributed throughout the country.

The Seedless Tomato. 
(From The New York Journal of Commerce.) 

Professor Halsted and his associates at the 
New Jersey stations have succeeded in evolv- 
ing a nearly seedless tomato. Whereas éach 
fruit of the ordinary tomato contains hur- 
dreds of seeds, the form which Professor Ha!- 
sted has developed seldom contains more than 
fifty seeds and frequently there are not more 
than five or six and often none. This variety 
has become pretty well established now and is 
calied the Giant. It originated as a result of 
a cross of Golden Sunrise upon Dwarf Cham- 
pion. The flesh is particularly fine flavored. 
The plants, three feet apart each way, cov- 
ered the ground devoted to the block, and 
flowered up to the killing frosts near Nevem- 
ber 1. The type appears to be wel) fixed. 
Attempts to cross other sorts upon it have 
uniformly failed. Seediess fruits have also 
been produced by Professor Halsted on sev- 
eral varieties and crosses of tomatoes, but 
these croesee were OCuite uniformly dwarfed in 
size, many in a cluster being not larger than 

but solid fleshed, and often of good 
quality. In one instance the fruit had the 
flavor of the strawberry. Cuttings taken from 
plants which produced numerous seedless 
fruits of this sort when planted out fn the 
garden gave only normal fruits. 

EF. P. Sandsten, working at the Wisconsin 
station, produced seedless tomatoes by an en- 
tirely different method, {. e, the use of ex- 
cessive amounts of fertilizers. Cuttings taken 
from these plants and set outdoors remained 
true to type, t produced more and larger 
fruit than in tho greenhouse. The work with 
seediess tomatoes at both these stations is 
being continued and promises to result tn the 
establidhment of varieties with far less seeds
